With such a 
number of candidates it would 
not have been surprising if some 
effort had been made to tackle 
this apathy which is_no new 
feature of Municipal Elections 
here or elsewhere. Moreover it

direction of the Settiement’s 
policy, they will be confronted 
by problems of special difficulty. 
‘They can be of good heart for, 
apart from their ability to com: 
mand the expert advice of a tried 
band of officials, they can count 
‘on the goodwill’ and eager sym- 
pathy of all who endeavour, ac-| 
cording to their lights, to work 
for the good of the Settlement, 
its integrity “and its continued 
prosperity, Of mecessity they| 
have had: to form certain tenta- 
tive opinions. ‘They would not’ 
be where they are to-day in their 
‘own affairs if they did not rea- 
lige that opinions have to be 
‘shaped in conformity with the 
development of events and in 
the wider knowledge which those 
events generate. In this spirit 
‘they will be saluted on their as- 
sumption of office by the com- 
munity which ‘ has committed 
itself to their charge.

forced to accept in lieu of part of 
their salaries. 

"The military authorities here do 
not under-estimate the difficulties to 
be encountered in Kiangsi and 
Fukien, but they hope to destroy 
what has been a distant advantage 
of the Communists in previous cam- 
Daigns by using aircraft to q 
surprise attacks from the hills in 
which the Communists generally 
fare strongly entrenched.—Heuter.

‘and in view of the heavy losses of 
the merchants, the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce recently solicited opin- 
ions of its members regarding the 
proposal to resume business, Opi 
ons were, however, widely divided, 
and as a’ result no step has been 
taken by the chamber to urge the 
trade unions to open their shops. 

Consequently, the Central Govern 
ment and the local Chinese authori 
ties, In separate orders, urge re- 
sumption of business.

At the present “moment 
over 200,000 men are working -on| 
hese main dykes, and the number 
ig Increasing rapidly and we antic 
ipate that ‘by | April 1, there 
will certainly not be ess ian bal 
million workers. From certain 
istricts we are assiired that repairs 
‘will be completed by May 3i,, and

find August. “In this dyke repair 
‘we have the valuable assistance of 
the “China International Famine 
Relief Commission, which has under- 
taken the responsibility for hi 
main dykes" on the Yangtze 
Kiangsi, and of the Chinese Foreign| 
Pamine’ Relief Committee. which 
doing an excellent piece of ‘work in 
the repair of the great breaches on 
the Grand Canal dykes near Kaoyu.

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THIS “NORMALCY” 
BUSINESS 
By Buiavt 

When the late President 


Warren Gamaliel Harding coin- 
ed his famous phrase “Back to 
normalcy” in his inaugural ad- 
dress to the United States Con- 
gress he gave official recognition 
to a condition of things which 
had always existed as a form of 
recuperation from past difficul- 
ies but nobody had just quite 
phrased it as he did. Purists 
might quarrel with him over the 
use of the word “normaley’ 
when two other words exist in 
the English tongue which 
convey the same meaning, but 
he imposed an emphasis on this 
process which gives it an 
additional significance, He never 
meant that a country or a people 
could return to the same basis 
to back-fire. This progess start- 
which existed before the dif- 
ficulty occurred, He really 
meant that the country or 
the people should return to a 
basis of stability not quite the 
same as that which existed be- 
fore but modified by the new 
conditions which the difficulty 
had created. It was merely an 
expression of accommodation 
which this amazing human race, 
of which Shanghai people have 
recently found themselves to be 
somewhat harassed members, is 
able to adapt itself at any given 
moment, 




















This process of “Back to 
normalcy” finds Shanghai people 
still gasping for ‘breath. Any 
resident of Shanghai for the 
past eight years or so remembers 
many emergencies when Chinese 
armies chose to start their little 








disagreements on the city's 
doorstep, but with that un- 
concern’ which has marked 
Shanghai's hectic existence 
there has been permitted no 
serious interference with the 
normal conduct of every day 


True, trading statis- 
registered a gloomy 
reaction which disturbs those 
people who usurp the doctor's 
function and study the  ther- 
mometer of co; mercial activity, 
but Shanghai has continued to 
exist and thrive on the principle 
that such troubles are merely 
sent to try us. ‘They might have 
beon worse, but there has been 
& change ‘in common stand- 
ards, Tho present troubl 
happily nearly at an end, ha: 
proved, however, to be some- 
thing ‘different “from anything 
this community expected. Seven 
weeks of curfew, fierce and 
intensive warfare’ not so far 
from anybody's home, daily gun- 
fire and bombing along a line 
which amazingly respected the 
Sottlement’s borders, and night- 
ly ‘bombardments which, hor- 
rible as they were at the 
beginning, developed into await 
ed lullabies in the end, changed 
‘the general outlook at’ the end 
of the trouble. People who 
zealously objected to such an 
interference with the liberty of 
the subject as the curfew por- 
tended are now regretting that 
it should be lifted. The very 
people who stoutly supported the 
city’s reputation for night life 
are now the people who boast 
that it gets them to bed earlier 
‘at night and they enjoy the 
beneficial change. The “boom, 
boom” of the guns which took 
such a toll of human life were 
something to which the children 
grew accustomed and the mock 
playing at war which finds metal 
figures of the world’s best- 
known regiments in every 
nursery must hold very little 
‘appeal nowadays. Tt is not real 
enough, and though it is a tragic 
thing to say, the children of to- 
day are realists just as they 
were in Dickens’ days when they 
played at funerals. 

The greatest change made 
must undoubtedly be that in 
Shanghai's standards. A fire is 
a terrible and, at the same time, 
‘fascinating ‘thing, to behold. 
There is nothing like a fire to 





























Jattruct a crowd for the spectacle 
df destruction holds a potent 
jspell om the imagination. But 
no future destruction, however 
abhorred, will come up to the 
standard’ already established. 
Decades from now there will be 
people who will say: “What, 
ithe fire in-such-and-such road? 
Why T remember in 1932 when 
the Chinese and the Japanese 
were ut each other I went down 
Ito Hongkew and looked at the 
Hires in Chapei, Good gracious, 
they were so big” and so on. 
Even the historic fires do not 
seem now to exercise the awe on 
imagination which they did on 
first reading. The great fire of 
London formed an interesting 
background for Harrison Ains~ 
worth's “Old St. Paul's” but 
people who read ‘that book in 
their youth will remain more 
impressed by what they saw in 
Chapei three centuries iater. It 
is not « question of degree but 
rather cireumstance which 
decides these things. ‘These are 
random observations on a great 
calamity but they are the per- 
sonal reac! 

which historians of the future 
jwill have to examine and pass 
judgment. The human element. 
is a factor which counts as muc 























as text books and diplomatic 
portfolios, . 
This “Back to normalcy 


business must depend largely on 
the personal factor for memories 
fave too vivid to overlook. In the 
history of England there was 
the “War of Jenkins’ Ear.” One 
observer could travesty the 
ldrama, from his own observa 
tion, by calling it the “War of 
Mrs. Bis Earring.” For such it 
was to him, that is the worst 
part of the war from an 
observer's point of view amount 
led to this. Frivolity should not 
be introduced into such serious 
discussions but it is permissible 
in this case.

Many books have been written 
stout tne invention and deveton: 
ment of printing from the time of 
Gutenberg, the father of the art in 
Europe, but nothing that carries 
the art so far back as Carter's 
Invention of Printing in China.” 
Printing is a vague term, but may 
best be described as producing 
from one original a number of 
precisely similar copies, whether 
seal impressions, rubbings from 
Stone carvings, or printing on 
paper or textiles. 

Tt was not, however, until the in- 
vention of paper, the’ most certain

through the ages. Paper. solved 
[the problem of high coat and cheap 
transport, for until its advent re-

parchment, each copy of which 
needed ‘king of 300 sheep. 
Knowledge, therefore, until the ff:

‘The author traces the first stage 
in the making of a sort of paper 
from raw silk back to A.D. 105, 
jwhen Tai Lun, the eunuch, whose 
name is indelibly connected with 
tho invention in the Chinese mind, 
Joficially reported its discovery to 
the Emperor. ' Rag paper came a 
Jeentury afterwards, though its 
invention was thought until recent- 
iy to have dated from the 15th! 
Century and to be of European 
origin, and with its advent print- 
ing for the masses came into being. 

ink became the next problem, 
land it was. not until the Sth 
[Century that a true ink made from 
lampbiack’ was invented to dis- 
place a preparation of lacquer 
hitherto used. This ink was made 
from oil soot mixed with a pre- 
aration of gum and it is remark- 
fable that comparatively little ad- 
vance has been made in manu- 
facture for 1500 years, the method 
of preparation and constituency of 
the ink remaining practically the 
same to-day both in China and the 
West. 
In the history of printing from 
its beginning in China down to the 
present day thero is scarcely a 
country ‘where the first printiog 
Jdone, says the author, has not been 
Hfor the sacred art of one of the 
jworld’s three great missionary re- 
ligione.
